Thicdly, that ſince by the providence of Ged the rwo King.

Icis oor duty to laboar to 
remove and prevent all occaſions of jealouſies and ſuſpirions 
berwixe the rwo Kingdomes, and todo or ſay nothing that may 
breed miſunderſtandings, breake oft correſpondence, weaken 
the confidence or infringe the Union and Peace berwixt che 
two Kingdomes, ſo happily eſtabliſhed in his Majeſtics preſeace 
and with his reyall conſcnt inbork Parliaments. 

Feurthly, becauſe when we ſpeake for the Kings honour and 
for obedience to civill Authority in all things lawfull, our 
ſpeeches are wreſted by perverſe men to their corrupt ends, as 
if we loved not the reformation of religion in Englandand Ire- 
land; and when we ſpeake of reformation, we arc traduced as 
enemies to the King and to royall Aurhoricy, which may make 
a great miſtaking and worke dangerous effets amongſt rhe peo» 
ple, wholove both reformation of religion and the Kings hos» 
nour : Therefore in thisdificulty we ought roſhew in our Do- 
Arine, that there is no repugnaacy, bertwixtthe Kings Autho- 
rity, and the reformation of religion, that nothing can ſerve 
{o much for his Majcſties glory and the greatnefſe of his Kings» 
domes, as doth the reformation of religion in all his dominiong 
andthat ſuch asare oppoſite to the retormarion, are greateſt 
enemics to the Kings honour, whatſoever they profeſſe or 
ſwearetothe contrary, andalſoto cxplaine the difference be- 
ewixt the Kings power and juſt aathoricy, and the pretendirg 
and abuſing thereo! by ſuch men for their owr:-private ends; and 
to ſhew that oppoifirion to ſuch men and their waics, is a true 
ceſtimony of ftaithiullneſſe and loyalty torhe Kiog. 

That the Preſbuerzes be carefull to diſcern and try theſe Malignants 
and 10 reclaime or cenſure them according to the CAAs of the Aſſem- 
bly, and 10 make report of their dulligence to the next Aſſembly. 

In end, becauſe much every way doth depend upon ns of the

iſſue. Batgreat although it was,yet it held not long, the exp*Ration bei 
fully ſatisficd this Friday morning : For about cight of the clocke the King 
reccived advertiſement by ſome 1-nt of purpoſe, that the Prince comming 
nnto Cyrenceſter the day before,did about one of the clocke in the afternoone 
give on upon it,chargingupot the guards in perſon ; and being therein braves 
y ſeconded by Licurttnant General Witmt,and the Lord Gerrge Digby. The 
aflault continuing wich great fury neare upon two houres, and the 
notable co endurethe heat therof,they forced their paſſage into the Towne, 
and quickly houſcd all thoſe that before withſtood then, except ſuch as fled 
awa , the furtheſt Ports, who flying from the merey which they might 
have zfell on the miſchicfe which they ſo feared and fled from, molt of 


them being killed by the Princes out-guards, There were taken in thetowng 
neare 1 200, Priſoners great ſtore of Armes & Ammunition, wih fixe | 
of Ordinance ; the Inh.bitants ofthe Towne ſubmitting themſelves to the 
diſcretion of the ViRtor, as a place rakenby aſſault. The priſoners of chiete 


note were Fertiplace of Colne Alwines, and Grorge of Cyreveeſttr, a Member 
of the Houſe of Commons, both very aRive againſt His Majcſtie, and the 
moſt pracicall promoters ofttc Reb*llion in that part of the Country ; and. 
(rea Scrttiſhman, whoſe life the Kirg had pardoned ona former fortel-» 
tare. Sir Edward B 4ynton who was brought priſoner hither from CAalmes- 
bury, had the good lucke to be conveyed beforeto ſome Goale in Londewy 
and Back,the fowleſt beaſt that was harboured there having »ſhrewd ſuf 
tion, ( as commonly your crafrielt knave leaſt needs the Broker) that 
Prince, though he looked another way, meant to viſit them ; went out of 
Town the night before, under pretence of brinzing in a 1000+men more to 
defend the place, and 1 eſcaped che danger. Ofthe Rebels there were ſlaine 
in the aſſault aboot 200 befides thoſe which were killed by the out-guards. 
as they fled away. Of the Kings men 24.0r 15. common Sovidiers, and 
ſome tortic wounded, no man ofnote being Naincin fo brave a {crvice,but 
onely Captaine Legs Lientenant, who was killed alter the taking of the 
Towne by a ſhot from a window : a ſhot which preſently was paid by the 
angry Vitor, who breaking into the houſe, drage'd bis murderer thence into, 
te Market-placc,and there cut him in peeces, no hurt being done to any of 
(6 houſe belzdes z2 for a whils was confidently, but moſt wjurjoully given 
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to diſgrace the ation. So gafie a te did they

that was taken by aſlaulr. This newes being quickly ſpread over all the 
Town: occaſioned very greatreJoy cing, cxpreficed by all che Bells 
both in Colledges and other Churches, with other publike fignes of the ge- 
nerall joy in the Strectes and Tewples ; - Which how agreeab it was to the 
tomack of the Committee fromthe two Houſes af Pariiament, (for it was 
jut at Breakefaſt-time ) might caſily Fave beene conjeRurcd, but that they 
were ſoone after called, to a dinner z-which whether it were tnore plealing 
to them,the event will ſhew.

In advancing towards an enemy ,.' when they doe not skirmiſh looſe 
and lisbanded. they muſt give fire by Ranks after this manner, Two 
Ranks muſt alwaycs make'ready together, and advance ten paces for- 
wards before the bodics, at which diſtance a Sergeant ( or whenthe 
body is great ſome other Officer ) muſt ſtand , ro whom the Muſque- 
tiers arc tOcome up before they preſent and give fire. Firſt, the firſt 
Ranke, and whilſt the firſt gives fire, the ſecond Rank keep their Muſ- 

uets cloſe to their Reſts, and their pans guarded : and aſſoone as the 
fr are fallenaway, the ſecond preſently preſent and give fire, and fall 
afterthem; Now affoon as the two firſt Rankes doe move from their 
places inthe front, the two Ranks next it, muſt unthoulder their Muſ- 
quers, and make ready, ſo as they may advance forwards ten paces as 
before, afloon as ever the two firſt Ranks are fallen away,and are to doe 
in all poynts as the former.

atually rebcll:d, But this was only a cunning ſhift: {or they praftiſed to draw the 
Provinces of Moratia, Sileſia and Luſatia to joyne with them, and not content

then preſently did thoſe our Ho ſe charge the enemies Horſe that were before them ; 
who being not williog to reccive them, began all to run away :. inthe purſuit where- 
of, Lievtcnant Rogrre, with the Troop he commanded, chanced to follow a Troop, in 
wheſe Rear was taken priſoner Colonell «farhony Preſton, the eldeſt ſon of Generall 
Preſton ; and alſo there were ſlain many others of the ſaid Troop. At the ſame time 
Cornet Dix/xzy commanding theforlorn hope, purſued another Morſe Troop, killed, 
many of them, and found the dead body of Captain Bryan, who was lately fied from 
Sir Thomas Lucas Troop ; whoſe head was there cut off, and brought away by Cor- 
net Dixſey ; our Foot having been at leaſt ewo hours before at handy blows, and 
threwing ſtones with the enemy, our men with one accord cheerfully came on —_ 
tyole that manned the Trenches , which made them alſo refolutdy run away : which 
ſadden change drew after them all the reſt of Our Forces : and bei leſt of their 
works and hill, Sir Richard gave charge unto Sir John Sherlocke, That he with all con» 
vement fpced ſhould draw, and keep tegether his men in good order upon that 
ground, and furniſh all his men with Munition , while he himſelf, wath the Horſe, 
purſued the Long ferd men flying away ; and then preſently #d Sir Richard , Captain 
Vaughan, and Lievtenant Roger 4, with about 40, or 50 Horſe parſue them , wherein 
it chanced, That Captain Yawghar, with a part of thoſe Horle, taking another way, 
was puided by Noble Sir Charles Cort that way ward that the enemy was eſcaped ; and 
at laft overtook the greateſt part of them , and there killed, as by them all is believed, 
at leaſt 200 of them; ſo that we verily believe, there were killed in all nigh 250:
